Yellow fever spreading at Barbados. 

The following information is received from the Department of State 
under date of February 4: 

The consul at Barbados reports yellow fever extending. Twenty- 
seven cases are reported; 11 in past 7 days. 

February 5. Quarantine officers at South Atlantic and Gulf ports, and 
at Porto Rico, were informed by the bureau of the spread of yellow fever 
at Barbados and directed to exercise all precautions against importa- 
tion. The same information was sent to Passed Assistant Surgeon 
Amesse at Habana and to the quarantine officer at New York.

Week ended January 23. Bills of health issued to 4 vessels bound 

for the United States. No vessel was fumigated. No quarantinable 

disease was reported.
